start the blaze, let it burn awhile, 


and then photograph the fire com­ 
panies rushing to extinguish it, but 
Fate ordained otherwise.

utes after the blaze was started a 
high wind from the west sprang up, 
and the factory was soon a roaring 
furnace. 
The Battalion chief, who 
was in charge of this scene, quick­ 
ly saw that what was intended to be

was face to face with one of

worst fires of 
years.

out from Philadelphia six companies 
to assist those who already were on 
the ground.
